CONSUMERS CUTS IN 
NEW GAYLORD PLANT 


GAYLORD: 0,000-kilowatt 
turbine generating facility at Con- 
sumers Power Company’s Gaylord 
Substation produced power last 
Wednesday morning shortly after 
1 p. m. signaling its official start- 
up as a source of electric power. 

Harry R. Wall, vice president of 
Consumers Power, pushed the but- 
ton starting the plant, which can 
produce power almost instantly for 
the company’s state-wide system, 
which serves more than 950,000 el- 
ectric customers of Consumers 
Power Company. 

A group of representatives of 
Gaylord area civic and governmen- 
tal organizations, and company of- 
ficials, attended the ceremony. 
_The Gaylord facility consists of 
four turbines, burning oil or gas, 
and four generators, and is de- 
signed for “peaking’’ and emergen- 
cies. Peaking occurs on a power 
system when demand for power for 
all uses is at its highest point. Util- 
ities like Consumers Power must 
have generating facilities avail- 
able to meet peaks,.even though the 
facilities may otherwise remain id: 
le for long periods.

- LANSING — The State Depart 
ment of Education (SDE) announ- 
ced today that it has approved the 
100th school program to aid the 
state's economically and educa- 
tionally disadvanged children this 
year. :
